The  Workmen's  Compensation  Board  has  the  honour  to  submit  its 
report  accompanied  by  statistical  summaries  for  the  year  ended  December 
31,  1959,  in  accordance  with  Section  62,  Subsection  (2)  of  The  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act. 

Workmen's  compensation  came  into  effect  under  The  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act,  1918  on  August  1,  1918,  and  from  that  date  until 
December  31,  1959,  there  have  been  853,596  accidents  reported  to  the 
Board,  425,226  accidents  having  been  reported  during  the  ten  year  period 
1950  to  1959. 

The  expansion  of  industrial  activities  in  the  Province  during  the 
past  ten  years  is  indicated  by  the  following  summary  of  information  as 
shown  by  the  records  of  the  Board  for  the  years  1950  to  1959.

After  two  successive  years  when  decreases  in  claims  reported  to 
the  Board  were  noted,  the  year  1959  showed  an  increase  over  the  year 
1958  reflecting  an  increase  in  employment  in  the  Province.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  assessable  pay-roll  for  1959  will  show  a  proportionate  increase. 

The  Board's  Rehabilitation  Clinic  continued  to  do  excellent  work 
in  assisting  to  restore  injured  workmen  to  full  function  within  their 
capabilities.  During  the  year  a  total  of  1,580  workmen  were  treated  com¬ 
pared  with  1,503  during  1958.  The  average  term  of  treatment  was  28.7 
days  compared  with  28.3  days  during  the  previous  year. 

The  Board's  program  of  assisting  injured  workmen  to  return  to 
employment  and  retraining  permanently  injured  workmen  in  order  to  fit 
them  for  gainful  employment  was  continued.  A  greater  degree  of  success 
in  rehabilitating  such  workmen  was  achieved  in  1959  than  in  the  previous 
year.  While  997  cases  were  handled  by  the  Rehabilitation  Department 
during  the  year  compared  with  769  cases  in  1958,  812  or  81.4%  were 
rehabilitated  in  suitable  employment.  The  corresponding  figure  for  1958 
was  634.  Retraining  was  provided  in  45  cases  compared  with  24  in  1958. 
A  follow-up  of  those  workmen  who  had  been  retrained  showed  that  the 
majority  were  still  successfully  employed  in  their  new  or  allied  trades. 
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The  Accident  Prevention  Department  continued  its  efforts  during 
the  year  and  an  office  was  opened  in  Grande  Prairie  and  an  Accident 
Prevention  Supervisor  stationed  at  that  point.  The  Board  now  has  Accident 
Prevention  Department  Supervisors  at  its  offices  at  Edmonton,  Calgary, 
Lethbridge  and  Grande  Prairie. 

A  successful  two  day  seminar  for  labor  union  representatives  to 
discuss  compensation  and  safety  matters  was  held  at  the  Rehabilitation 
Clinic  when  one  hundred  and  forty  representatives  attended.  It  is  the 
Board's  intention  to  hold  similar  seminars  in  the  future. 

Safety  lectures  were  held  for  students  in  the  shops  of  several  of 
the  high  schools  in  the  Province,  the  Institute  of  Technology  and  Art,  and 
the  Canadian  Vocational  Training  School.  Safety  appliances  and  literature 
were  displayed  at  the  Edmonton  and  Calgary  Exhibitions. 

The  Board  has  now  provided  nine  Safety  Plaques  for  annual  com¬ 
petition.  The  plaque  is  presented  to  the  employer  with  the  best  accident 
experience  in  each  of  the  following:

Assistance  in  instruction  was  also  given  in  other  first  aid  classes 
not  conducted  by  the  Board. 


1,386  candidates  qualified  for  certification  in  first  aid  classes  in¬ 
structed  by  the  Board's  staff. 

Mine  rescue  training  under  the  direction  of  the  Mine  Rescue 
Department  of  the  Board  was  carried  out  throughout  the  year  and  one 
trainee  qualified  for  his  Mine  Rescue  Training  Certificate.  The  Edmonton 
mine  rescue  station  was  moved  to  Namao. 

During  the  year  the  Board  held  numerous  meetings  with  employers' 
associations  and  labor  groups  to  discuss  matters  arising  under  the  Act 
as  well  as  meeting  with  individual  employers  and  workmen  in  connection 
with  specific  cases. 

The  actuarial  evaluation  of  the  Board's  pension  accounts  as  at 
December  31,  1958,  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  In  view  of  the 
generally  higher  level  of  interest  rates  on  investments  purchased  in  recent 
years,  increasing  the  overall  rate,  the  capitalization  rate  on  new  pension 
awards  was  increased  from  3%  to  3 3A%  effective  lanuary  1,  1960. 

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  of  expressing  its  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation  and  efficiency.

Result  of  Operations 

Operations  for  the  year  under  review  resulted  in  a  provisional 
surplus  of  $1,129,445.47  in  respect  of  1959  and  a  provisional  surplus  of 
$225,366.49  in  respect  of  1958  and  prior  years,  details  of  which  are  shown 
on  Statements  4  and  5  respectively.  The  provisional  results  have  been 
consolidated  on  Statement  3  and  carried  to  operating  reserve  as  shown 
on  Statement  2. 


In  arriving  at  the  operating  results  in  respect  of  Class  13-2,  the 
fiscal  year  of  which,  for  the  Board's  purposes,  is  the  first  of  November  to 
the  following  thirty-first  of  October,  assessment  revenue  applicable  to  the 
twelve-month  period  ending  October  31,  1960  and  all  expenditure  during 
the  months  of  November  and  December  1959  have  been  deferred  to  the 
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next  fiscal  period;  and  revenue  of  1958  applicable  to  the  twelve-month 
period  ending  October  31,  1959  and  all  expenditure  during  November 
and  December,  1958  deferred  as  at  December  31,  1958  have  been  brought 
into  account  in  order  to  show  all  transactions  in  their  respective  periods. 

Assessment  revenue  shown  on  Statement  4  includes  the  net  ad¬ 
justment  estimated  to  be  required  when  all  pay-roll  audits  in  respect  of  the 
period  under  review  have  been  completed. 

Interest  shown  on  Statements  3  and  4  includes  the  allocation  of 
interest  earnings  of  the  Pension  Fund  in  excess  of  the  3%  requirement 
for  the  current  year,  in  an  amount  of  $326,013.82  to  the  classes  and 
$28,272.01  to  self-insurers.  Excess  interest  earnings  of  the  Pension  Fund 
have,  in  prior  years,  remained  in  the  Pension  Fund  and  amount  in  total  to 
$721,933.81  as  at  December  31,  1959. 

Rebates  due  employers  who  entered  into  arrangements,  approved 
by  the  Board,  for  furnishing  medical  aid  to  employees,  are  estimated  to 
amount  to  $4,970.00  and  have  been  charged  against  assessment  revenue. 

Payments  for  medical  services  in  respect  of  accidents  of  1943  and 
prior  years,  amounting  to  $10,488.80  have  been  charged  to  the  reserve 
for  rehabilitation. 


During  the  year  under  review  provision  for  silicosis  in  an  amount 
of  $116,995.00  shown  on  Statement  4  has  been  charged  only  to  those 
classes  that  have  experienced  silicosis  as  an  industrial  disease. 

ASSETS 

Assessments  receivable,  less  reserve 

Assessments  receivable  have  been  increased  by  $875,174.37  being 
the  net  adjustment  estimated  to  be  required  when  all  pay-roll  audits 
have  been  completed  in  respect  of  the  period  under  review.  The  reserve 
for  doubtful  assessments  receivable  amounted  to  $46,778.49  at  December 
31,  1959  and  is  considered  adequate.  During  the  year  under  review 
accounts  totalling  $6,381.14  were  written  off  as  uncollectible.  Recoveries 
of  accounts  previously  written  off  amounted  to  $479.55. 

Investments 


Investments  are  held  in  safekeeping,  under  joint  custody  of  two 
officials  of  the  Board,  at  the  Bank  of  Montreal,  Edmonton,  and  were 
verified  by  actual  examination.  Investments,  all  of  which  are  registered 
in  the  name  of  the  Board,  are  summarized  hereunder:

LIABILITIES  AND  RESERVES 


Deferred  income,  net 

Assessments  levied  in  respect  of  Class  13-2,  applicable  to  the 
twelve-month  period  ending  October  31,  1960  have  been  deferred  in  full 
until  the  next  fiscal  year.  Likewise,  all  expenditure  during  November  and 
December,  1959,  regardless  of  year  of  occurrence  of  accident,  has  been 
deferred.  The  net  revenue  $477,739.67,  is  shown  on  the  attached  balance 
sheet  under  the  above  caption. 

Estimated  merit  rebates 

Merit  rebates  to  be  allowed  in  respect  of  the  year  1959  could  not 
be  determined  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  Board's  accounts,  but  provision, 
in  the  amount  of  $1,132,400.00  has  been  made  as  an  estimate  of  require¬ 
ments. 

Claims  pending  and  unfinalled  claims 

The  liability  in  respect  of  the  above  is  an  estimate,  based  on 
opinions  of  officials  of  the  Board  and  the  experience  of  certain  prior  years, 
of  the  amount  required  to  meet  all  costs  in  respect  of  claims  pending  and 
unfinalled  claims  with  the  exception  of  those  costs  chargeable  to  the 
reserves  for  silicosis,  rehabilitation,  disasters  and  enhanced  disabilities, 
and  those  in  respect  of  self-insurers'  employees. 

Pensions 

An  actuarial  evaluation  of  the  Board's  liability  with  respect  to 
pensions  indicated  that  as  at  December  31,  1958  the  amount  provided 
exceeded  requirements  by  $2,599,000.00.

As  stated  elsewhere  in  this  report,  payments  for  medical  services 
in  respect  of  accidents  of  1943  and  prior  years  have  been  charged  to  the 
reserve  following  the  transfer,  as  at  December  31,  1948  of  the  amount 
standing  to  the  credit  of  the  reserve  for  medical  aid  to  the  reserve  for 
rehabilitation.
